end to political control of state schools and put every teacher 
strictly on a basis of ability. The state is payinjr out millions 
annually for the support of its institutions and much of this 


' will continue to be wasted if the politicians are to be p-erimt- 


ed to use the schools as part of the spoils system.

Large Amounts of 


Bibles in China 


(By th* Auoelitcd Frc») 


CHANGHAa, March 25.—Chinese 


in China paid $37,995. (Mexican) 
for Wbles in 1922, .buying last 
year more .Wbles than in any prev- 
ious year, according to reports given 
out in Shanghai by the agency of 
the American Bible 
Society. 
The 


sum paid is some $400 ((Mexican.) 
above the previous high mark, and 
the record number of bibles issued 
was 19,356. 
That the so-called anti-jChrlstlan 


movement has awakened a new In- 
terest in the Scriptures in China 
is attested by the fact that in 19221 
a half dozen ibook shops in. Pekln 
alone sold more than 2,000 Bibles 
and New Testaments to the value 
of 
*1,200 
(Mexican). It ia said 


these went almost exclusively 
to 


nonChrlstians, largely students in 
the government schools. 


A total of 
1,.987,326 
volumes 


were circulated in China .by the 
American. Bible Society. These were 
in 16 languages and dialects of the 
country, and in eight foreign ton- 
gues.

they wilt take In the matter. 
The County Election Board hav- 


ing determined that the name of 
the plaintiff could not 'be- placed 
on the election 'ballot .fo be held 
April 3, 1923, at Allen, could not 
be required to place said names on 
said ballot by writ of mandamus; 
they having already acted and their 
actions not being subject to review 
by a writ of mandamus, the time 
having expired for a non-partisan 
or independent candidate or candi- 
dates or names to be placed on the 
ticket. 


The District Court has no author- 


ity to require the .County Election 
Board to perform this aict which 
was in violation of the sections of 
the statute heretofore referred to. 


In the case of State ex' rel C'ald- 


well vs. Vaughn 'Supremo Court of 
Oklahoma, July 30, 1912, 125 Pac. 
Page 899 it was held that a writ 
of prohibition could not issue to 
the County Election Bo'ard to place 
the' name of a person as a candidate 
on the bailot for the -reason that 
said board was engaged in the per- 
formance of ministrial 
duty 
and 


does not exercise judicial ~jX>wer. 1 
believe the same rule would ap- 
ply to the issuance of writs of man- 
damus' as to the issuance ot writ of 
prohibition; that the District Court 
would be without authority to re- 
quire a County Election Board to 
place certain parties names on a 
ticket who had filed too . late, the 
.board, having acted within the time 
on the petition as required by law. 
Where the duties of an officer's elec 
tioii are strictly ministerial ' they 
may be compelled by a mandamus 
to proceed with the performance 
of such du'ties, but cannot com- 
mand them how they shall act, but 
only that they shall act. 


Our statute haying provided that 


only official ballots could be used 
in any election, and they must come 
from the proper authority, the Dis- 
trict Court could n.ot require the 
defendant L. M. Morris to use any 
ballots other than those furnished 
by the County Election Board of 
Pontotoc County, if he did use. those 
he would be violating the statutes 
and the laws of 'the State of Ok- 
lahoma,
